Naval vessels at Swatow have 
also been active in the’ matter and 
‘ they have seized the only picket 
launch there. 


In view of this inction, it is be- 

lieved that the picket forces will 

. soon be dispersed, and if.this is 

accomplished the boycott would 
automatically come to an,end.
